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Manhattan to gain two hotels before fall

Two new hotels are scheduled to be 
completed by this fall in order to 
meet Manhattan's growing hospitality 
demand and market. 

"With the Downtown Redevelop- 
ment, we've been addressing meeting 
space needs," said Karen Hibbard, 
vice president of Manhattan Area 
Chamber of Commerce and director of 
the Convention and Visitors Bureau. 

A new Holiday Inn Express will 
open near the Flint Hills Discovery 
Center, 315 S. 34d St. It will add 76 
sleeping rooms to market. Hibbard 
said it will open late this fall. 

Reservations are already being 
made for the Bluemont Hotel as its 
construction continues at the corner of 
N. Manhattan and Bluemont Avenues, 
across from Aggieville. Hibbard said 
the hotel will offer approximately 
1 ,400 rooms when it is completed. 

The hotel will be "upscale," 
according to Andrew Suber, director 
of Blue Mountain Capital, Inc., the 
company investing in the project. One 
of the unique features will be a rooftop 
terrace or patio that can be used for 
event space. 

"We'll be able to take parties of 
300 plus people on the top floor," 
Suber said. 

The building will also have sepa- 
rate retail space available on the first 
floor, accessible from the street. Suber 
said a number of eateries have been

in discussion with them, but nothing 
is set in stone, yet. The space could 
be used for shopping or other types of 
businesses, as well. 

Hibbard said the location of the 
Bluemont Hotel was optimal for 
businesses that might wish to use the 
retail space. 

"The location across from Aggiev- 
ille is a desirable meeting location," 
Hibbard said. 

Suber agreed and said support for 



development of that area has been met 
with "overwhelming" support and 
positive feedback from the commu- 
nity. 

"Manhattan is one of the few 
consistent growth markets in Kansas," 
Suber said. "And the arrow continues 
to point up." 

Suber added that the Bluemont 
Hotel was not part of any hotel chain, 
but independently owned. Blue Moun- 
tain Capital, Inc., is headquartered in 



Bonner Springs, Kan. 

"We're local people that want to 
add something to the city," he said. 

While the Bluemont Hotel is 
accepting reservations on their website 
with the earliest check-in date of Oct. 
1 , Suber said they expected the date to 
roll back as construction is completed 
in late summer or early autumn. 

The construction on Bluemont Ave. 
is not related to the construction of the 
Bluemont Hotel.

Provost 
April Mason has approved the estab- 
lishment of the TEVAL Task Force to 
begin this process, and we couldn't 
be more excited! The task force's 
goals will be threefold: first, to eval- 
uate the validity and reliability of the 
student course rating survey; second, 
to discuss possible steps that could 
be taken to improve the survey; 
and third, to begin development of 
training events for department heads, 
faculty and students on use of the 
student course evaluation process. 

Chance Bemdt, junior in market- 
ing and SGA's executive initiatives 
director, will serve as the student 
representative on the TEVAL task 
force.

"People say there is a hard 
market for liberal arts majors 
right now. Are you aware of 



that?" 

Yes. I am constantly receiv- 
ing reminders (including this 
conversation). 

Essentially, the theme I often 
encounter from others about 
my decision to be an English 
major is this: I am embarking 
on a colossal, magnificent and 
irreversible waste of my time. 

That could not be further 
from the truth. 

As is expected, much criti- 
cism towards an English educa- 
tion stems from the fact that not 
very many people understand 
how it actually works. Often, 
college is seen as a means 
to a specific end. One basis 
their degree on the career field 
into which it can take them: 
engineering majors become 
engineers, veterinary science 
majors become veterinarians, 
and architecture majors become 
architects. 

This is, indisputably, not 



the case with English majors. 
You will not know an English 
major who, 10 years from now, 
is working as an "Englisher." 
Consequently, this lack of 
certainty leads many to quickly 
and incorrectly assume that 
receiving an English degree is 
not a valuable use of time or 
money. 

In an article published on 
June 22, 2013 in The New 
York Times on the current 
state of the English major, 
American non-fiction author 
and newspaper editor Verlyn 
Klinkenborg states that, "(f) 
ormer English majors turn up 
almost anywhere, in almost any 
career, and they nearly always 
bring with them a rich sense of 
the possibilities of language, 
literary and otherwise." This is 
the beauty of an English degree; 
an education in English can 
lend itself towards just about 
any profession. It's also a fairly 



flexible degree due to the way it 
is structured. 

English majors rigorously 
challenge and improve the 
quality of their knowledge 
and their application of the 
English language, which can 
directly translate into valuable 
skills needed in the workplace. 
Through a detailed reading of 
different texts, they improve 
their ability to analyze, process 
and critically question estab- 
lished information. Through 
courses led by class discussion, 
they improve their ability to 
clearly and effectively articulate 
ideas, as well as engage in 
innovative conversations that 
enhance their communicative 
skills. Through exhaustive 
amounts of writing - including 
creative, expository, technical 
and persuasive - English majors 
hone a valuable craft that will 
serve them throughout the job 
market. 

These skills can translate 
into jobs within many indus- 
tries, which is in fact, what 
most English majors want. 
They passionately enjoy using 
the skills that an English edu- 
cation has given them for differ- 
ent jobs. This mindset lands 
English majors in all kinds 
of occupations, contributing 
creatively and valuably to com- 
panies and, furthermore, having 
success. Did you know that 
Stephen Spielberg, Clarence 
Thomas, Sting, Chevy Chase, 
Conan O'Brien and Sally Ride 
were all English majors? 

And enough with this 
silliness about the easy course 



load English majors have 
throughout college. In addition 
to daily reading, analysis and 
examination for that reading, 
I will be expected to produce 
approximately 75-80 pages of 
original creative writing this 
semester. Any English major 
you ask will tell you that their 
workload is comparable, if not 
more cumbersome, than other 
degree workloads. 

People like to trivialize 
an English degree as glori- 
fied reading and writing that 
everyone has been taught since 
preschool. Well, I can add, 
subtract, divide, multiply and 
even do a little algebra, but I 
certainly will not use those ex- 
periences as a reason to debase 
the principles of, say, an engi- 
neering, architecture or physics 
degree. A fruitful job industry 
must contain those employees 
who have gone to school in 
pursuit of a specific career. But 
there also must be a communi- 
cative glue of employees who 
can present and articulate ideas 
while communicating with 
different people. 

Enter the English major that 
helps strengthen workplace 
communication, drinks lots of 
coffee, corrects your gram- 
mar and edits all manner of 
documents (including their own 
text messages). This sounds 
like a description of a "hirable" 
student to me.

The K-State women's 
tennis team swept the 
courts Friday and Sat- 
urday when they hosted 
their first home matches of 
the 2014 season.

Only 650 tickets had been sold by Saturday 
morning for K-State 's 10th annual drag 
show, "A Decade of Drag," performance. 
By the time the drag queens took to McCain 
Auditorium's stage later that night, however, 
more than 1,200 people had shown up to see 
the performance. The McCain balcony was 
opened to accommodate the more-than-dou- 
bled number of attendees. 

For those who were not in attendance, a 
drag show is a theatrical production where the 
performers, dressed in clothes designed for the 
opposite gender, entertain audiences with sing- 
ing and dancing. 

K-State's annual drag show has been emceed 
every year by Monica Moree. Monica Moree is 
the alter ego of Dusty Garner, a K-State 2010 
alum and frequent supporter of the LGBT com- 
munities within Manhattan and in his current 
home of Phoenix, Ariz. 

Ten drag queens worked the crowd in Mc- 
Cain, some of them with their own cult fol- 
io wings present. Victoria Fox, Patti O'Dour, 
LilKim Chi and Mitzy Moree are four of the 
five founding members of Hot, Sticky and

Celia Putty, 
also known as performer Richie Black, flew in 
from Arizona to participate in the show. Celia 
Putty was prepared to do eight numbers and 
bring back her "Alamo Tour" at the request of 
Monica Moree. 

While drag shows often elicit cash tips from 
audience members, it isn't just about money. 
Some drag queens even use the shows to prac- 
tice songs for future pageant performances. 

"Something kind of drives me to do it 
(and) I've done well with it," said Celia Putty, 
who was Miss Gay Arizona America in 2011. 
"When I go to Miss Gay America I can say I've 
done this." 

This year's drag show wasn't just about 
entertainment; it also raised money for two 
scholarships that focus on supporting K-State 
LGBT students: the Flint Hills Human Rights 
Project's Praxis scholarship and the LGBT Re- 
source Center's Mary Kay Siefers scholarship. 
A marathon session of singing and dancing, as 
well as some yodeling, from Mitzy and Mon- 
ica Moree raised $1,104 in scholarship money 
through audience donations. 

The final number is always the Liza Minnelli 
ballad, "What Makes a Man a Man," performed 
by Monica Moree. As the song goes on, Mon- 
ica Moree makes her transformation back into 
Dusty Garner. According to Penny Tration, the 
number is especially important to the show be- 
cause it shows the fluidity of sex, gender and 
sexual identity. 

"It's an honor to do that number," Monica 
Moree said. "It makes me weep every time." 

The night ended with an informal party at 
Kathouse, where attendees of the show were 
welcome to meet the queens and all those who 
worked at the show.

A night in the life of a Riley Co. police officer 



What it's really like to be a 
law enforcement officer 



'ihe term "police officer" brings 
to mind an array of let lings and 
opinions, whether they include the 
image of an overweight Jimul-eal 
ing officer or the idea of the thrill- 
ing adventures that take place on 
the TV show "Cops." Often, people 
have misconceptions about law en- 
forcement; but what is a night in 
the life of a police officer really like? 
Ihc Collegian investigated. 

While IW a typical person, 
winding down to a movie or book 
is a common 9:40 p.m. regime, that 
is when an assembly of officers for 
the Riley County Police Depart- 
ment gear up for the midnight shift 
— one that will last until roughly fi 



fully geared up with a uniform 
of multiple shirts layered beneath 
bulletproof vests, tinkers of the late 
night shift meet at 2140 — police 
time — for a briefing. During the 
meeting, fellow officers are updated 
on events dealt with by the previ- 
ous shift — called the swing shift, 
an office]- explained, also known as 
the evening shift — or possible oc- 
currences to be on the lookout for. 

On Thursday, Nov. 



At the briefing meeting, the 
senior officer reported a number 
of incidents to be aware of, includ- 
ing criminal damages to vehicles, 
burglaries at homes and domestic 
battery calls, to name a few. Despite 
the occasional crack of jokes in be- 



tween location assignment — when 
officers are assigned to monitor one 
of the six Manhattan areas — and 
the scheduling of a "rest" break, 
nobody who was a member of the 
law enforcement batted an eye 
about what thev saw. It was routine. 

As we walked out of the RCPD 
station to the numerous police cars, 
Tapp picked one that was, as he de- 
scribed it, more spacious. After in- 
specting the lights, sirens and back 
seal, we headed out into the night. 

Since it was a Thursday night in 
a college town, I expected a sharp 
amount of action, but was quickly 
informed that would not he the 



colder season approaches. 

Tapp was assigned as a traffic 



monitor, or as he said, a "back-up" 
officer. While he said it would be a 
steady night, it was only 10 minutes 
into the shift when he pulled over 
his first car for a broken headlight. 
He said he has never written a ticket 
for a broken headlight before, hut 
always makes sure the driver knows 
about the headlight. 

"10-44" Tapp said to the dis- 
patcher before exiting the police 
car, which 1 learned means "in- 
specting vehicle." There are 100 "10 
codes" that officers must memo- 
rize, including procedure and offi- 
cer details, emergency, accident or 
vehicle handling and general use 
codes; however, Tapp said it isn't as 
hard as it seems to remember and 
certain codes are used more often 
than others.
